Means of communication had been 
a hobby in the Bell family long 
before the inventor of the telephone 
was born. Two generations back, 
Alexander Bell became noted for in­ 
venting a system for overcoming 
stammering speech, while his son, 
Alexander Nelville Bell, father of 
the inventor of the telephone, per­ 
fected a system of visible speech. 
■ 
Instructor of Deal. 
With this heritage, the son, born 
in Edinborough, Scotland, in 1847, 
undertook similar experiments while 
still a lad. He constructed an arti. 
ficial skull of futta-percha and In­ 
dian rubber that would pronounce 
several words in weird tone, when 
biowrn into by a band bellows. At 
the age of sixteen he became, like, 
his father, a teacher of elocution, 
and in instructor of deaf mutes. 
Bell reached a crisis in his life at 
the age of 22, when he was threat­ 
ened with tuberculosis. The white 
plague caused the death of his two 
brothers and the Bell family mi­ 
grated to Brantford. Canada. 
A meeting at that time with Sir 
Charles Wheatstone, the English in­ 
ventor of the telegraph, fired the 
young elocutionist with ambition to 
invent a musical, or multiple, tele­ 
graph, which eventually turned out 
to be a telephone. 
His father while giving a lecture 
in Boston, proudly mentioned the 
son’s success in teaching London 
deaf mutes. This led the Boston 
board of education to offer the 
young Bell $500 to introduce his 
system in ti*© newly opened school 
for deaf mutes. He was then 24 
years old, and instantly became the 
educational sensation of he day. He 
was appointed a professor in Boston 
University, and opened his instant­ 
ly successful ’’School of Vocal Physi­ 
ology.”

One of the curious things about 
the invention of the telephone is 
that Bell knew almost nothing about 
electricity when he started. He knew 
a great d^al about acoustics, though, 
and the formation of the human or­ 
gans of speech and. hearing. Bell 
was called to Washington once 
when he was in the slough of de­ 
spond and took the opportunity to 
call on Prof. Joseph Henry, who 
knew as much about electricity and 
the telegraph as any man then alive.

PEKIN, July 18.— China is con­ 
fronted by two serious problems. 
One is to effect unification of the 
North and South. The other is to 
induce her people to participate ac­ 
tively in public affairs. The 400,- 
000,000 Chinese 
are 
admittedly 
apathetic. This historic condition, is 
being slowly overcome by the ac­ 
tivities of progressive thinkers, the 
spread of Chinese newspapers and 
a growing disposition on the paxt 
of public men to take the public in­ 
to their confidence. 
General Wu Pei-fu, 
the 
recent 
victor over Chang Tso-lin, has just 
addressed an appeal to the nation. 
He asks the public to indicate its 
wishes as to the country’s future. 
Influential Chinese merchants in 
the interior, in a memorial demand, 
ing the disbanding of troops, called 
upon General Wu to do 
work 
as 
great for China as George Wash­ 
ington did for America. “You may 
become the Washington of China,” 
says the memorial. 
Personally General Wu has dis­ 
claimed any political ambition. In 
his appeal he asks the public to 
decide what shall 
be the parlia­ 
mentary procedure for reconstruc­ 
tion. 
“For the past several years, suf­ 
ferings have fallen upon China, one 
after 
the 
other 
and 
there 
have 
been continuous civil wars between 
‘North and South,” says the appeal. 
'“As a result the country is come 
I to a serious condition. Recently the 
1 Manchurian party made more trou- 


\ hie and plunged the country into 
war. Fortunately through the efforts 
of faithful soldiers, 
the 
invading 
troops have been defeated, and the 
country is saved. 
“The Republic of China has been 
established 
for eleven 
years, 
but 
the country has not been united, the 
constitution has not been respected, 
and the troops have not been orga­ 
nized. These defects are apparent 
and a remedy is needed. During the 
past few days opinions concerning 
the convocation of 
a 
parliament 
vary greatly. Some urge the restor­ 
ation of a first parliament, some 
the reconvsntion of the third one, 
while others urge the calling of a 
National Affairs Conference in ac­ 
cordance with the will of the peo­ 
ple. Many others propose the sys­ 
tem 
of provincial autonomy. 
“These 
are 
good 
antidotes for 
present day China, but if those who 
respect the will of the people and 
the principles of the laws do not 
act concurrently, it will be hard 
to settle 
all 
political 
questions 
properly. We are soldiers, and our 
duty is to protect the nation and the 
people. We know nothing of the po­ 
litical' situation. Therefore, it is to 
be hoped that you, 
the 
eminent 
statesmen of our country, will con­ 
sider this matter and express your 
views as to the unification of China 
at the earliest possible date.”

cattle industdy in America is look­ 
ing up, according to R. J. Kinzer, 
secretary of the American Here­ 
ford Association. 
All along the line, he said, there 
«is a feeling of optimism and confi­ 
dence, with the breeder of pure- 
I breds, with the managers of range 
* herds from which the major supply 
of feeder cattle is drawn, and with 
the farmers of the corn belt who 
furnish beevs for the packing house 
market. 
Mr. 
Kinzer 
announced 
that 
j transfers *of purebred Hereford cat- 
| tie recorded during July, 1922, ex­ 
ceeded by 62 percent the number 
of transfers made in July, 1921. 
Herefords are beef cattle. 
J 
“The number of 
transfers 
we 
record is the index to the volume 
' of purchases being made tjy breed­ 
ers of Hereford cattle," said Mr. 
Kinzer. “If transfers run light, it 
means that business is dull. But an 
increase of 62 percent during July 
is evidence that the purebred cat­ 
tle industry is getting back on its 
feet and that a feeling of security 
■and confidence in the future is felt* 
i by all interests concerned in the 
I production of beef for the Ameri- 
I can dinner table.” * 
July transfers of Herefords this 
year compared favorably with July 
of the “boom” 
years 
of 
1918, 
1919 and 1920, according to Mr. 
Kinzer, and the volume for the 
last month runs only about 2,000 
less than the record year of 1918. 
This is regarded by cattlemen as 
most favorable. 
“The up-swinging 
cattle 
mar­ 
kets at the stockyards are also 
cause for confidence among breed­ 
ers and feeders,” added Mr. Kin­ 
zer. “During the last three months 
the market for killing cattle has 
shown a pronounced trend upward, 
reaching the extreme top of the 
year at $10.85 per hundredweight 
in Chicago during the last week of 
July. This is most auspicious when 
compared with the eight and nine 
dollar prices which prevailed dur­ 
ing the early months of the year. 
“Demand for purebreds has In­ 
creased to the point where it is dif­ 
ficult to supply enough suitable 
bulls and breeding cows for cur­ 
rent requirements. Prices of pure­ 
breds are lust starting on their up­ 
ward trend after the recent defla­ 
tion, which means that now is the 
time for farmers and new breeders 
to enter the purebred business.”

the August number of its magazine, Commerce Monthly, by 
a comparison of trade and production statistics since the first 
of. the year with corresponding periods in 1921.

"While it is generally recognized that business has stead- 


iJy improved for some months, the extent 
of the 
progress 


achieved becomes apparent only when comparison is made 
between periods of reasonable length," Commerce Monthly 
says. "Those cases where the 1922 figures are below those for 
1921 were for the most part affected by special circumstances. 
Thus the value of exports for the 'first half of 1922 is con- 
siderably lower than for 1921. but this is largely a reflection; 
of price changes. Wheat exports are little more than half of | 
those of the previous period — largely because of the extreme- _ 
ly rapid movement of grain in the fall of 1921. Exports of 
pork products are somewhat smaller for the corresponding 
period of last year.
